THE EGYPTIAN BOOM. 


An interesting article, of which the following 
‘are extracts, appears in the July number of 
‘Blackwoods magazine under the title of “The 
Egyptian Boom,” by Sir R. Hamilton Lang, 
K.C.M.G :— 

In this article I do not propose to enlarge 
upon the successfal administration of Lord 
Cromer in t. It is well known, and is it 
not written better than I could do in the bril- 
liant pages of Lord Milner’s ‘England in Egypt,’ 
and in the more stu 'gy but thorougly reliable 
volume of Sir Auckland Colvin ? 

Iam not the less an admirer of the strong, 
far-sighted, patiently persistent administra 
tor who so recently was obliged, from motives 
of health, to hand over to an experienced 
successor his heavy burden. Lord Cromer may 
rest from his labours assured that his great 
work in Egypt will follow him—work for which 
his country will ever be grateful. 

I left Egypt in 1897, after ten years of con- 
tinuous and active service there, and revisited 
it in the early months of this year with the 
desire’ ‘to see with my own eyes, what I could 
only vaguely understand in London, the 
remarkab'e boom of prosperity which has come 
over that country during the past few years. 
What | saw, and the impressions left upon me, 
may perhaps interest the many in England 
who have only such a dim notion as I hed of 
what had been going on in Egypt. 
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The charming residential town of Oairo of 
ten years ago I found disfigured by huge 
blocks of buildings five storeys high ; enormous 
hotels built and building ; where was then 
park is now studded with villas; tramways 
everywhere, even out to Cheops’ Pyramid ; 
motors careering along, followed by clouds of 
dust and heralded by the deafening sounds 
of horn or hoot. All the constructions are 
higgledy-piggledy without line or order. Huge 
ungainly blocks alongside of unpretentious 
residences ; buildings being torn down or 
foundations being laid. The conversations over- 
heard were mostly of the price of plots of land, 
or the rise or fall of shares, or of companies 
floated or being floated, or of people who had 
become millionaires ot expected to become 
such. One realised at once that one was 
amongst & community intoxicated with success, 
in the feverish excitement of speculation. The 
Inxurious hotel, opened only some seven years 
before, was, while I was staying in it, sold to a 
company for £450,000. Its’ proprietor (the 
seller), reputed to be a millionaire, ia laying 
the foundations ofa still grander hotel, on a 
site which was once # prince's palace. Two well-

The comparisons which we have made above, 
refer to a period of ten years and eight months, 
but in reality the greatest increase in the value 
of cotton in Egypt has taken place since 
1902-3, say a period of four years. 

Simultaneously with the boom of prosperity 
came a boom of speculation, which had its 
origin. in the sale of the Daira Sanieh 
lands in 1898. Money was required by 
the Government to pay on a reliquat of expen- 
ses for the Sudan campaign, and three or four 
millions sterling were needed for the Assouan 
and Assiout Dams.

From the point of view of the shareholders 
of the North Egypt Land Company Limited a 
melancholy interest attaches to the sale of 
some of that Company’s effects, which took 
place yesterday. at Hammam in the Mariout 
district. The objects disposed of comprised 
horses, donkeys, mules, carts, wood, cement, ete., 
and the sale was conducted by a Maowen from 
Kafr Dawar by order of the authorities, as the 
Company owes about £280 to the Government.

The North Egypt Land Company was regis- 
tered in May 1905. The ditectors were the 
Earl of Galloway, Sir Bradford Leslie, A 
Durant, E. E. Pullman, Khalil Pasha Khayat 
and Lusena Bey. The capital was £230,000 in 
a similar number of £1 shares. The object of 
the company was to acquire, and develop a 
freehold estate in the Mariout district. This 
estate comprised about 14,500 feddans at 
Haminan. We extract the following from the 
prospectus :—““T'aking a broad view of the 
whole matter, we feel that we can recommend 
the property, and that with a canal construct- 
ed and given sufficient water, your company 
formed to acquire and work the estate should 
prove & success. 

“Barly application will be made to the Egyp- 
tian Government, as recommended by Sir 
Douglas Fox and Partners in their report, for 
the extension of the Nubarieh Canal to irrigate 
the company’s land with Nile water.”
